FROM AROUND THE WORLD 


Mournful African tribesmen 
paddled dugout canoes down the 
Ogooue River Monday to relay 
the news that Dr, Albert Sch- 
weitzer was dead, 

The 90-year-old physician, 
philosopher and musician was 
buried Sunday near the Jungle 
hospital at Lambarene, Gabon 
that was his life work, He died 
quietly Saturday night in his wo- 
oden hut = after suffering a 
stroke. Schweitzer lapsedintoa 
final coma Saturday, a week af- 
ter collapsing from a cerebral 
stroke “Whice manifested itself 
quite abruptly Saturday, August 
28,” a medical bulletin said, 

As tears streamed down 
their faces, a group of Africans 
and Europeans watched the cof- 
fin being carried outside his 
hut. African girls piled tropical 
flowers high on top of the cof- 
fin, “He wanted to be buried 
here in the place he loved, next 
to my mother, said Mrs, Rhena 
Schweitzer Eckert, the physi- 
cian’s daughter, Schweitzer’s 
wife, Helen, died in 1957, 

Dr. Schweitzer’s “Rever- 
ence for Live” was the heart 
of his thought and work. ‘He 
could not allow himself to see 
any living thing hurt or starv- 
ed, if he could help it, He 
even was known to drop a lit- 
tle food from the table to the 
floor for the ants, 

The son of an evangelical 
Lutheran minister, he was fas- 
cinated during his early boy- 
hood by his father’s church, 
and became such an accom- 
plished musician at the age of 
9 that he was allowed to sub- 
Stitute for the church organist 
at services, His only diversion 
was music, especially impro- 
vising on the organ, When he 
was 21, he had made up his 
mind to become a medical mis- 
Sionary as a pratical way of 
serving humanity, Butheallow- 
ed himself to almost a decade 
for science and music, True to 
his promise, at age 30, he di- 
rected himself to the “service 
of humanity,” and embarked on 
a seven-year study of medicine, 
One of the world’s outstanding 
organists, he financed his me- 
dical study and internship with 
organ recitals, Later in life he 
made scores of phonograph re- 
cords of Bach’s music, 

In 1913, when he received 
his medical doctorate Schewei- 
tzer and his wife, whom he 
married in 1912, sailed for 
what then was French Equa- 
torial Africa to begin his long- 
planned work among the African 
tribes, He built his first hos- 
pital himself, enlisting as help- 
ers men from among the na- 
tives who watched suspiciously 
as the energetic doctor labored 
under the hot sun, His first 
operating room was ahenhouse, 
His first clinic was held in an 
open courtyard where natives 
with malaria, leprosy, sleeping 
sickness, ulcers, hernias, dyn- 
sentry and other diseases fi- 
nally came to him for exami- 
nation and treatment. His ope- 
rations witnessed by the na- 
tives whom he lovingly referred 
to as “my savages,” spread 
word throughout the jungles of 
the white man who could kill 
a man (anathetize), remove his 
pain and bring the dead man 
back to life. Patients soon flock- 
ed hundreds of miles to the 
doctor, traveling by foot and 
canoe, 

Work continues today in what 
is now a 550-patient hospital 
Schweitzer founded 40 years 
ago, 

When serenaded by natives of 
the jungle on his 90th birthday 
last January he stated “This is 
the best birthday of my life,” 

He had not smoked since he 
was 25, nor did he drink hard 
liquor, The doctor owned one 
suit because, he said, he could 
“only wear one suit at a time,

Aesthetic highway design is 
particularly noticeable in areas 
where the terrain is hilly or roll- 
ing, and where there is sufficient 
available land to permit median 
strips of generous and varying 
widths. In such areas, the two 
roadways of multilane highways 
are often separated by natural 
park-like areas, with groves of 
trees and other indigenous 
growth, outcropping of rock and 
even small streams. 

This kind of highway design

Hence, there is a very 
practical reason—improve safety

way authorities are showing in 
making highways and roadside 
areas as attractive as possible.

Wahrlich, one of the FBI’s “Ten Most Wanted Fugitives,” is 
wanted for unlawful interstate flight to avoid prosecution for the 
crime of kidnaping. He allegedly abducted a 6-year-old Arizonz 
zirl in Tueson, Arizona, on April 16, 1964, and brutally beat, choked, 
and sexually molested her before leaving her abandoned in the same 
city. A Federal warrant was issued at Tucson on April 28, 1964, 
charging Wahrlich with unlawful interstate flight to avoid 
prosecution for this offense. 

A white American, Wahrlich was born in Rensselaer County, New 
York, on February 4, 1986. He is 5’ 2” tall, weighs 185 to 140 
pounds, wears glasses, has blue eyes, brown hair, a inedium build and 
a medium complexion. He has a scar on his left shoulder, a vaccina- 
tion scar on his left arm, a scar on each side of his abdomen, and a 
tattoo of a heart and the name “Cindy” on his left arm. 

Wahrlich has worked as a truck driver, ranch worker, dishwasher, 
house trailer repairman, hospital orderly, insurance salesman, and 
ice cream truck vendor. He is very interested in guns and strongly 
prefers traveling by personally owned car. Wahrlich reportedly has 
mental blackouts, has been previously imprisoned for aggravated 
assault, child molesting, and a crime against nature. He reportedly 
is armed with a pistol and is said to carry a surgical scalpel in his 
trouser’s pocket.

Governor Signs Bill 
Aiding Weekly Papers 


Legal advertising rates 
were raised for the second 
time in 60 years by a bill 
passed by the recent ses- 
sion of the Alabama Legis- 
lature and signed into law 
by Governor George C, 
Wallace. 

Ralph Callahan, Annis- 
ton, president of the Ala- 
bama Press Association, 
stressed that only legal 
advertising rates are 
effected. The legislature 
does not have control over 
the establishment of any 
other advertising rates. 

““We are deeply appre- 
ciative that the Governor 
and the legislature recog- 
nized the need for this in- 
crease. It is not a burden

Adolescence is a period 
of development inphysical, 
sexual, social and emo- 
tional capacities.
